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Claims 21-34 and 36-38 are objected to because of the following informalities: In claim 
21, line 4, "the re" should be replaced by --there--. In claim 36, line 5 lacks proper syntax. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 21-38 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Takidani, 
JP 7-155343 A, in view of Fishman et at., US 5,007,937. Takidani discloses all the elements of 
claim 21 and others except for the flexible liner. However, most amputees wear stump socks or 
liners (e.g., Fishman et al: column 1, line 49), and such an addition to the prosthetic leg 
configuration of Takidani would have been immediately obvious to the ordinary prosthetist or 
amputee "for increased comfort, perspiration absorption, and reduced friction" (Fishman et al: 
column 1, lines 51-52). To modify such a sock or liner so as to include an impregnated annular 
seal 12 (Figure 1 of Fishman et al.) would likewise have been obvious in order to reach and 
maintain the desired level of suction or pressurization, with further motivation having been 
provided by the statements of Fishman et al. at column 1, lines 61-62, and column 4, lines 18-25 
and 50-53. Regarding claims 24 and 25, a vacuum valve connected to the socket 1 would have 
been obvious in order to enable the pump 2 and operating switch 4 to be powered down during 
extended periods of prosthetic leg use. Regarding claims 30 and 35, a battery for the power 
source would have been obvious from the portability of the system.
